WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 7.—The United States 
is Preparing to use force if neces- 
ary to prevent the blockade of 
Tam pico, 
clared yesterday by Huerta. 

The crisis produced by Huerta’s 
threatened blockade probably will 
come shortly after daylight tomor- 
row morning. Advices received 
from Admiral Badger today indicated 
that the Mexican’ gunboats Bravo and 
Zaragosa, now steaming from Puer- 
to Mexico, will arrive at the mouth 
of the Panuco River early tomorrow 
morning. The United States cruisers 
Tacoma and Sacramento are dogging 
the two gunboats and when they 
reach the Panuco they will find also 
the big battleship Minnesota, with 
her frowning guns waiting to en- 
force the will of the Washington ad- 
ministration. If there is no change 
in the programme it will be up to 
Admiral Badger to notify the com- 
manders of the Mexican gunboats of 
this government's intention to pre- 
vent any in erence with com- 
merce. 

No one in Washington has any 
idea that the Mexican gunboats will 
andertake to fire d shot, unless it is 
Huerta’s purpose deliberately to 
foree the United States in war. It is 
the belief here that Huerta will 
vield peacefully to the superior force 
of the United States and immediate- 
ly geize upon the incident as ground

‘MAY END MEDIATION. 


Even the most hopeful of the ad- 
ministration’s supporters in Wash- 
ington feared tonight that any at- 
tempt by this government to prevent 
the blockade and to permit the An- 
tilla to land with her cargo of arms 
will mean the end of the mediation 
proceedings, unless Huerta has final- 
ly decided to yield in everything to 
this government. The opinion here, 
though, is that the Mexican dictator, 
realizing his doom, will prefer to go 
down fighting the United States 
rather than to yield to the victorious 
rebels. 

Developments here today indicated 
Clearly that Washington officials 
were greatly worried over the possi- 
ble effect of the Tampico blockade 
on mediators’ proceedings.

DANIEL’S STATEMENT. 


The statement follows: 

“Th: Navy Department has issued 
no new orders to Admiral Badger 
since the Mexican gunboats were re- 
ported to be leaving Puerto Mexico. 
The department has at no time con- 
templated furnishing a convoy to the 
Antilla, or any other ship, nor have 
any orders to that effect been issued. 
No word whatever has been received 
as to whether warships of other na- 
tions have been notified of the 
blockade at Tampico, or what their 
attitude would be toward such a4 
blockade. There has been no change 
in the policy of the government in 
reference to its desire that the Port 
of Tampico shall be open to all com- 
merce.” 

As to whether all commerce” in 
this instance includes contraband of 
war no official of the government will 
discuss. So far ag is known, the 
only orders relating to Tampico that 
have been issuede went to Admiral 
Badger on May 18, in the form of a 
message informing him that while it 
was not believed the Huerta gun- 
boats would return to Tampico, it 
was deemed advisable that the com- 
manders of American naval vessels 
understand that the government de- 
sired that there be no interference 
with commerce at that port. 

That an attempt to carry out the 
Huerta blockade decree will be made 
was verified today by Admiral Badger 
in a report to the Navy Department 
from Vera Cruz. He advised that the 
Mexican gunboats Zaragoza and 
Bravo, which left Puerto Mexico last 
night, had passed Vera Cruz and 
were steaming toward Tampico. The 
American cruiser Tacoma and gun- 
boat Sacramento are following the 
Huerta ships.

THE POSSIBILITIBS. 

Three possibilities were discuussed 
in official quarters tonight as likely to 
arise in view of the problem that Gen.

Should the American government di- 
rect that the order to Admiral Bad- 
ger be construed as to include delivery 
of contraband of war, Admiral Mayo 
at Tampico would be eompelled to 
open fire on Huerta’s gunboats if nec- 
essary to prevent interference with the 
Antilla. If this were considered an 
overt act of war and a violation of 
the agreement to cease hostilities, it 
probably automatically would end the 
peace conference at Niagara Falls. In 
the opinion of many who are in close 
touch with the administration, this 
would mean the beginning of actual 
hostilities against the Huerta govern- 
ment and signal the advance of an 
American army from Vera Cruz 
toward Mexico City. 

Another possibility, however, sug- 
gested in official quarters, is that this 
government may bring influence to 
bear upon the owners of the steamer 
Antilla to make no attempt to dcliver 
her cargo of ammunition at Tampico 
pending the outcome of mediation ne- 
gotiations at Niagara Falis and the 
efforts to induce Gen. Carranza to 
participate in the peace conference. 

„ CARRANZA'S ANSWER. 

As to Gen. Cmrranza’s expected 
answer to the proposal from the 
Southern American mediators, the 
Constitutionalist chief's advisers in 
Washington stated that it might not 
be forwarded before Tuesday inas- 
much as the general did not leave 
Paredon for Saltillo before tonight 
Should the Antilla change her course 
or return to an American port, dan- 
ger of an immediate clash would be 
averted. 

A third probability {s that Admiral 
Badger’s ships would not interfere 
with Gen. Huerta’s purpose to block- 
ade the port of Tampico against im- 
portation of ammunition, but that they 
would insist upon keeping the port 
open to ordinary commerce. 

As far as could be learned no or- 


ders were sent to Admiral Badger to; 


send any war vessels to Tampico ex- 
cept the two following Huertas ships. 
The only American ships now at Tam- 
pico are the battleship Minnesota, out- 
side the Panuce River, and the moni- 
tor Ozark in the river. These ves- 
sels, however, would be more than 
adequate to cope with any situation 
that might arise in view of the pro- 
posed blockade. 

The Navy Department officers were 
busily engaged throughout the day. 
Rear-Admiral Fiske, in charge of ap- 
erations, several times was in tele- 
phonic communication with Secretary 
Daniels. At the War Department, 
however, there was no evidence of un- 
usual activity.

Within the city there is a piteous 
spectacie. Throngs of women and 
children besiege Gov. Rodriquez 
hourly, begging a crumb of bread to 
assuage their hunger, a drink of water 
to slake their thirst. 

A corn-bread line has been estab- 
lished to relieve the suffering of non- 
combatants. Hitherto the soldiery of 
the Federal army has eaten the lion's 
share of the food. Now it is rationed 
out in emall—pitifully smali—daily 
allotments. 

Realizing that this is a war against 
the Huertan regime and not against 
his brother and sister Mexicans, Gen. 
Obregon has granted permission for 
the resident non-combatants at Maza- 
Uan to go through the rebel lines to 
the back country where there is food 
and water. 

Men and women, with their young. 
are going out from the city to seek 
the sustenance of the rural districts. 
And these report the starvation con- 
ditions that exist in the beleaguered 
city. 

Obregon's artillery has driven away 
every hope of succor for the besieged 
garrison. <As fast as the Federals 
formulate a new plan, Obregon has 
discounted this plan and forestalled 
all landing of supplies from the sea— 
and his army has el all sources 
of supply from inland. 

Reports reached here today that an 
expedition consisting of two schooners 
attempting to leave Guaymas for Ma- 
zatlan has been captured by the rebel 
forces at that point. When the news 
was received in the city of Mazatlan 
there was evidenced a great sorrow, 
showing that the garrison pinned its 
faith on the supplies to be brought. 
down the gulf from the north. 
Desertions from the Federal ranks 
are continuing. It is believed that all 
of the younger men will have left the 
Hag of Huerta within two or three 
days.

Deeds of Hunter Heirs Ob- 
tained from Papagos. 


University of Arizona Holds 
Annual Commencement. : 


Tucson Heare Last Smallpox 
Scare Was Groundless. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

TUCSON (Arts.) June 6.—A. most 
extraordinary suit has been brought 
before the United States Interior De- 
partment at Washington on the basis 
of nine quitclaim deeds just filed in 
Tucson by C. A. Guittard, a Los An- 
geles attorney, representing the heirs 
of Rabert F. Hunter of Washing- 
ton, D. C. The deeds seek to convey 
an undivided half-interest in 3284 
square miles of land in Southern Ari- 
zona and are alleged to have been 
executed by the captains of certain 


Papago Indian villages in December, 
1880, in consideration of the services 
of Hunter in verifying the claims of 
the Papagos to land on which they 
had lived. Mr. Guittard filed the 
deeds in person and waited in this. 
city until he saw that they were 
properly recorded. Included in the 
area sought to be conveyed is a half- 
interest in the land on which the 
famed old mission of San Xavier du 
Bac is situated, the deed being signed 
by Ascencion Arios, named as cap- 
tain of the village. Other deeds are 
conveyances of half-interests in the 
land occupied by and around sixteen 
other Papago villages, most of them 
within this county and lying south- 
west of Tucson, some sample names 
of the settlements effected being Santa 
Rosa, Saucita, Semillo, Quimado, 
Chaquivira, Poso Salado, Coyote, 
Tecolote, Tesota and Quitaco. With 
the exception of San Xavier, there is 
little permanent running water on 
any of the land, though generally 
there are wells, and the area might 
be considered valwable for grazing 
purposes. Hunter’s claim is that the 
Papago Indians were citizens of Mex- 
ico and at the time of the transfer 
to the United States of the land south 
of the Gila River, under the treaty 
of Guadalupe Hildago, they were 
guaranteed all property rights. There 
seems to be little prospect of adverse 
action by whites, unless mining in- 
terests are involved, but it ils believed 
that the Indian Bureau will take a 
very lively interest in the Hunter 
claims, representing Indians, who 
might poasibly losing valuable 
property for a most inadequate con- 
sideration. 
U. OF A. COMMENCEMENT. 

At the commencement exercises of 
the University of Arizona, the Bach- 
elor’s degree was conferred upon 
seven students and a master’s degree 
upon one. ie commencement ad- 
dress was delivered by Judge Joseph 
H. Kibbey of Phoenix, former Gover- 
nor of Arizona, who sought to im- 
press upon the students his construc- 
tion of what constitutes success in life. 
His definition of a rich man was that 
of a man who had lived a decent, re- 
spectable life, and he made a new 
definition of education as being the 
power to exercise self-constraint. Dr. 
A. H. Wilde who is closing his work 
as president of the university and who 
will soon leave to accept a professor- 
ship in Boston, was presented by the 
faculty and students with a silver 
water pitcher.

RESS OUSTS 
"HISTORIC TREE. 


GIANT PALM TRANSPORTED TO 
HOME IN WILDS. 


Driven out by modern-day progress, 
a huge living relic of historic mis- 
sion days, in the form of a giant 
palm, yesterday surrendered its habi- 
tat, near San Pedro and Second 
streets, to become once more a 
denizen of the wild and a monument 
to the dreams of the past, on the 
hillside at the mouth of little Santa 
Anita Canyon. 

When it has completed its journey 
to its new abode, about noon today, 
the palm will have traveled a day 
and a half and all of twenty miles. 
The huge tree is fifty feet high and 
in breadth almost equal to some 
world-famed California redwoods. 

A large truck, pulled by six horses, 
and with as many men  aasisting, 
hauled the palm up into the canyon, 
But difficulties increased as the grade 
grew steeper, and the last stage of 
the journey is slow work, block and 
tackle and even @ being 
called into service. 

The palm is to occupy a spot near 
the summer ranch house of W. 8. 
Collins, the well-known Southern 
California capitalist, and real estate 


operator. 

One of the oldest pioneers of Los 
Angeles recalls the palm as already 
a giant when he came here. With 
geveral brothers, now also scattered, 
it then stood in the midst of vine. 
yards, which were planted all over 
the valley between the mountains and 
the sea. 

Sixty years ago the palm was the 
property of Jean Maumus, an early 
settier, and it has- passed through

several hands since then. For a long 
time it stood near a historic adobe 
house. It is believed that it flour- 
ished as far back even as the early 
days of the mission fathers, for its 
age is placed at from 100 to 159 
years.

SAYS DREAM-HANDS PUT 
DEADLY POISON IN HERS. 


Mrs, Burke, Brought to City Jail Charged With Two. 
Attempted Murders by Bichloride in, Candy, Declares 
Powers of Darkness Inspired Act—Her Family Ap- 
pears Indifferent to Her Fate. 


ECLARING that she dreamed she 


D was polsoning some one and 
awoke with an irresistible desire 


to send poisoned bon-bons to Mrs. 
W. H. Dagg at San Diego, Mra. 
Georgia Simmons Burke of No. 649 
South Hope street told The Times 
yesterday every detail of the plot 
that has led to her arrest on two 
charges of attempted murder. 

Mrs. Burke is in the City Jail. She 
was brought from Richmond yester- 
day morning by Chief Detective Myers 
of San Diego and Lyda Uhirig, a 
Harris operative. The accused wom- 
an, who has confessed guilt, will be 
taken to San Diego this morning for 


arraignment. 

The origin of the crime, as nar- 
rated by Mrs. Burke, started two 
months ago wit a discussion over 
the death of the Alabama banker who 
took bichloride of mercury through 
mistaking it for a headache tablet, 
and who died after a long fight. Mra. 
Burke talked of it with her physician. 
Because of her ill health she often 
spoke of suicide. A month later the 
conversation about the banker came 
back to her in a dream. 

Somewhere in her apparently ab- 
normal mind there was a meeting 
between two ideas—that of the 
Poison and the rankling memory of 
alleged statements of Mrs. Dagg, ac- 
cusing her of intimacy with W. II. 
Dag, the latter’s husband. Mrs. 
Burke, who operated a hotel at 
Winslow, Artz, traded at Dage’s store. 
Five years ago Mra. Dagg left Winslow 
and took her two daughters, Amy 
and Ada, to San Diego. The separa- 
tion from her husband, she said, was 
caused by Mrs. Burke. 

CURIOUS “DREAM.” 
This statement stuck in Mrs. 
Burke's mind until May 15, when it 
came in contact with the thought of 
Polson. She awoke from her dream 
at midnight, she said, made her way 
in a kind of trance to a closet and 
there obtained bichloride of mercury 
tablets, which she powdered and 
mixed with some candy which she 


wrapped the candy in a paper and 
addressed it to the two Dagg giris, 
knowing that Mra. Dagg would share 
the sweets with them. Leaving her 
hotel she started for the postoffice

DEATH IS TOLD 
BY BLACK CAT. 


Starving Brute’s Wails Lead 
to Master’s Body. 


Dead More Than a Week; Pet 
Locked in Room. 


Former University Athlete 
Victim of Habits. 


The mystery of the weird, inex- 
pressibly mournful wailing of a cat 
which no one could find but which 
has kept an entire peighborhood 


sleepless for a week, was solved yes- 
terday afternoon. . 

In a little two-room shack at No. 
216 West Sixty-ninth street the police 
found the body of Frank Hamble, 44 
years old, life having „ been 
extinct since Memorial ¥. 

Beside the body of its dead master, 
its life also swiftiy ebbing away, was 
a black cat—its emaciation mute evi- 


It was not dead, 
but its form was wasted almost to 
the bones. The doors were locked 
and the animal had been unable to 
get food or water for more than «4 
week, 

For many nights the neighbors had 
been disturbed by the lugubrious calls 
of the cat. It became a neighborhood 
mystery, none was able to find whence 
the cries came. They were also heard 
in the daytime, but as night came 
they grew louder. 

Finally the prolonged absence of 
Hamble also became a mystery. He 
had not been seen since Memorial 
Day, when he was returning to his 
little bachelor home after a visit to 
his father’s house. Hamble was 
known as a hard drinker and the 
neighbors theught that he had gone 
off on a spree. But when a tele- 
phone message from the man's 
mother told them that his absence 
was very unusual they decided to in- 
vestigate. 

G. F. Johnson, a patrolman from 
Central Station, who lives near the 
Hamble shack, went with the neigh- 
bors into the little house. It was 
then that both mysteries were solved. 
The man’s body lay on the bed and 


near it was the cat. On the table 
was qa “crap of paper. Two letters 
only, “M " gave evidence that 


it was the unfinished message of a 
dying man to his mother. Death prob- 
ably overtook him before he had 
more than started the letter. 

In the corner of the bedroom was 
his hat, the same which he wore 
when he was last seen on Memoria! 
Day. On that day Hamble visited 
his father. Late in the afternoon he 
was seen by one of the neighbors, 
Mrs. M. Federlich, to enter his house. 
That was the last seen of him alive. 
Hamble was once a well-known 
athlete at the University of California 
and in his youth was known as a 
Later he was a 
traveling agent for the Southern Pa- 
ile. Five years ago his health de- 
clined, or, according to his mother, 
Mrs. E. F. Saunders, No. 416 Wall 
street, he became obsessed with the 
idea that his life would be short. 
The last years of his Ute were an 
open book to the police. His ap- 
petite for liquor had become firmly 
imbedded, and the police records 
show that he was many, times ar- 
rested for over-indulgence. A few 
months ago, while a trusty in the 
University Police Station, Hambie be- 
came greatly attached to a stray 
black cat that one day wandered into 
the station. When he was released he 
took it home to live with him. Ex. 
cept for the cat he was alone. 

Mrs. Saunders, his mother, yester- 
day, said that her son had lived com- 
fortably and that he had plenty of 
money with which she furnished him. 
That his desire for strong drink was 
the cause of his death is the mother’s 
belief. Heart trouble is ascribed as 
the direct cause. The body was taken

REV. E. STANTON HODGIN. 


FIRST UNITARIAN CHURCH. 
DARWINS THEORY OF BVOLUTION 
NOT INIMICAL TO 
RELIGION. 

At the First Unitarian Church yes- 
terday, Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin took 
for his topic, “Darwin’s Influence on 
Religious Faith.” He said in part: 

“The word ‘evolution’ is a very for- 
midable one; it has given many pious 
people a severe fright. It is in reality 
a very innocent word. Reduced to 
-Saxon it means nothing more 
nor less than just ‘growth.’ It is 
the belief in growth as a universal 
principle—the belief that everything 
that is, came to its present condition 
by processes that are now in opera- 


tion. 

“It te dificult to understand how 
recognition of this principle was de- 
layed for so long. We should ex- 
pect it to be one of the first things 
that would appeal to thinking and 
observing man. He would look out 
into the world and see growth every- 
where—the growth of vegetation, of 
animals, of children, of cities arg of 


our ideals. Youth strives for an edu- spirited and gentle 


cation. stimulated by the ambition for 
grades, rank, certificates and degrees, 
only to find no satisfaction in these; 
but that the real value was in the 
discipline of self wrought out of study. 
Men make the long, hard and un- 
certain struggle for wealth, which, if 
they attain it, proves only an added 
burden. The chief satisfaction of a 
great business career ie the sense of 
developed and multiplied ability. 
Place, power, honor, fame, all these 
but lay their possessor under compul- 
sion for added service and responsi- 
bility. The toilsome struggle of life 
itself, with all its endeavor to grasp 
and get and to enjoy, with its deter- 
mined effort for self-preservation and 
gratification issues finally in this—the 
place of absolute surrender where all 
must be given up forever! 

“This simple consideration of the 
bald facts of life drives us toward one 
of the two goals of thought. To pes- 
simism, on the one hand. with its wall, 
vanity of vanities, all is vanity, or, on 
the other hand, to a deever interpre- 
tation of life that shall include some 
neglected element, which like the 
rejected corner-stone, shall bind the 
whole arch together. 

“Has not Jesus found the key when 
He sets seif-sacrifice—the art of giv- 
ing up—as the needed factor in life's

a paper that always takes my side of every- 
thing.” He seems able to explain it only on 


the ground that the lady is a very recent 


addition to his subscription list, and makes 
the naive comment that before long she 
will, like the rest of his readers, begin her 
letter, “I generally agree with your edito- 
rial position, but why did you publish that 
crazy, unfair, ridiculous, etc., etc.”

MUNICIPAL MADNESS. 
BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

Municipal madness is a mild term to ap 
ply to the financial follies of American 
cities during the last fifteen years. Their 
palpable failure as operating units from a 
financial standpoint is absolutely plain. It 
is unnecessary to consider the efficiency 
with ‘which money has been spent. That is 
another story entirely, as William H. Hodge 
says in “Public Service.” 

Every one knows that a mortgage is 
something which maturés and has to be 
paid. Comparatively few realize it. Mu- 
nicipal debts are mortgages_of the hardest, 
most inviolable kind. The small taxpayer 
or the non-direct taxpayer refuses to bother 
about the subject. He usually believes that 
the financial burden escapes him entirely 
and falls on someone else. Of course, he is 
mistaken 


A municipal debt is a leech upon the 
people—ail the people—even to the poorest 
and meanest inhabitant, clear to the chil- 
dren in arms and usually upon the children 
of unborn generations. 

You will find the Socialist, the municipal 
ownership advocate and the radical antag- 
onist of the existing order to be invariably 
in favor of unrestricted public debt. To 
him it seems to commit the people to more 
communal effort—to be a long step toward 
lumping everything in the common pot, 
from which he expects all to be served in 
more or less equal measure. , 

Most politicians and office holders favor 
more public debt. It means greater funds 
for them to handle: more responsibility; 
opportunities for visible achievements; rea- 
sons and opportunity for higher salaries. 

The government, through the Census Bu- 
reau, has for some years collected the 
financial statistics of municipalities. The 
work has been exceedingly difficult, prinei- 
pally owing to the faulty. book-keeping of 
the average city. On the whole, it bas 


ever, has been largely wasted thus far upon 
a heedless public. 

The people realize nothing of the un- 
sound economic and financial methods 
which underlie the governmental operation 
of their cities. Many cities annually emit 
great volumes of printed matter. So far as 
the ordinary citizen is concerned this stuff 
means nothing. He would need a long va- 
cation and a trained accountant to give him 
even an inkling of the facts the reports 
contain. The Census Bureau experts had 
to haunt City Halls for weeks to get ap- 
proximately the information desired by the 
government. 

If the people understood what is going on 
they would curse every probosal to in- 
crease mucinipal debt, particularly unnec- 
essary municipal debt (the voted $6,500,000 
Los Angeles power bonds, for instance.) 
They would at once start to make effective 
a policy of the closest restriction of munict- 


pal government activities. based upon the 


broad principle of confining government to 
its narrowest limits—government for gov- 
ernmental purposes strictly. 

One hundred and forty-six American 
cities of more than 30,000 population—New 
York excluded—deait with by the govern- 
ment in its report ending with 1911, grew 
31.5 per cent. in the ten preceding years. 
But the cost of local government grew 41 


per cent. per capita. Municipal debt ob- 
growth by a big 
As cities are now operated the more peo- 


ple they serve the more it costs for each 
unit of population. The massing of popula- 


ma rein. 


tion doesn’t reduce either the cost of gov- 
ernment for each person or the public debt 


he assumes. Quite the contrary. The citi- 


zen of the biggest city in the country bears 
the biggest amount of public debt, and the 
heaviest burden for the cost of government. 

At the close of 1912 every man, woman 
and child in New York City stood pledged 
for $156.37 of net municipal debt. Jointly 
they owed $1,177,321,915. They had estab- 
lished what is probably a high-water mark 
for municipal debt in the history of the 
world. New York has set a record far in 
advance of other American cities. Los An- 
geles, however, is approaching New York 
rapidly in its per capita municipal debt. 
The Los Angeles municipal debt is now, in 
round figures, $45,000,000 for a population 
of 450,000 (the 1914 census says 438,104,) 
making the per capita $100, or nearly two- 
thirds as much as that borne by the people 
of New York, with their far greater and 
larger commercial actualities and possibil- 


The per capita net municipal indebted- 
ness of the 195 largest cities of the country 
in 1912 averaged $68.75. The Los Angeles 
per capita is nearly 50 per cent. greater. 
Totals of debt and expenditures in them- 
selves mean little. A department-store bill 
of $100 is trivial to the man with an income 
of $20,000; it is a thing to give a $150-a- 
month man chills and fever. 

Only when measured with capacity to 
pay and value received and necessity are 
debt and expenditure significant. The most 
important is the per capita statistics—how 
they affect the individual—particularly the 
man who works for a daily wage or for a 
moderate weekly or monthly salary—the 
man to whom every dollar of extra taxation 
is an added and heavy burden. Right there 
is where the shoe is now pinching in Los 


Angeles.

$200,000 six per cent. bonds to be. 
issued by the Escondido Mutual Water 
Company, provided the necessary As- 
sent of two-thirds of the stockholders 
is secured, is the report. Gamble is 
a large owner in the stock of the 
water company, and is represented 
"ion the board of directors by his son, 
‘| Sidney D. Gamble, who resides in 
Escondido. 

The money is to be used for the in- 
stallation of electric light and power 
plants to be operated in connection 
with the water system, for lighting 
and power purposes in all sections of 
the valley, and in the city, and toward 
the raising of the storage reservoir. 
Besides the $200,000 to be raised by 
bonding, the company has levied an 
assessment upon the stock which will 
yield $22,000. This amount is 

to be devoted for the installation of 
permanent improvements of the 
water em. 

The ——.— power will be generated 
at two places along the flume line, be- 
tween the valley and the head waters 
of the San Luis Rey river, which is 
the source of water supply for the 
system. Engineers from Angeles 
are making the necessary surveys 
and estimates, and it is announced 
that the improvements will be com- 
pleted before the coming of the early 
rains.

neries in the harbor district will be 
running this week to full capacity. 
Tuna are beginning to run and with 


the return of warm, weather the can- 
nery men hope to have all they can 


can. 
Most of the canneries have been 
running part of the time for the past 
two weeks, but the fish have not been 
biting well. With a favorable season 
the canneries will probably pack more 
than a million dollars worth of fish. 
The largest pack will be made by 
the Van Camp Cannery, which ex- 
pects to put a quarter of a million in 


fish alone to market under a label 


uniform th the other Van Camp 
products. For several weeks the can- 


ready for the season's pack. Most of 
the canneries have now standardized 
the system of handling the fish. They 


are first cleaned and then put in wire 
baskets’ to drain. The rack upon 
which these baskets hang are then 
rolled into great cookers, where the 
fish are cooked by live steam. 
Cooking the fish by live steam is 
the secret of the success of the en- 


tire industry. The steam takes out 
the strong fish oll. After the fish is 
cooked the dry white meat is placed 
in cans with cotton seed oll to take 
the place of the fish oll removed and 
are then placed in a retort 


and heated to thoroughly saturate
